THE EXHIBITION, 


The exhibition which closed on Friday even- 
was, in many respects, the most successful and 
best managed that has ever been held in Ed- 
monton. It was the first two days’ show that 
has been held here, and the experiment has 
been so generally satisfactory that there is very 
little doubt the system will be continued in 
future. No doubt the threatening weather of 
both Thursday and Friday had a very deterrent 
effect on exhibitors and visitors, and there- 
fore reduced the measure of success that would 


otherwise have been attained. That, however,was | 


something that could not be provided against, 
and indeed it was most fortunate that the show 
was not a day later. The show of horses was 
particularly fine, due to a great extent to the 
valuable importations of the past season, These 
importations represent a very large amount of 
capital, and great enterprise, and must resuit in 
very greatly improving the quality of the horses 
raised in this country. The parade of first 
prize horses on Friday afternoon was an entire- 
ly new and excellent feature of the programme, 
regarding which the only possible improvement 
would be the inclusion of the winners of second 
prizes as well, Hitherto it was impossible or 
almost impossible for an ordinary spectator to 
get a good idea of the animals shown. By as- 
»nbling all the prize winners in a parade every 
visitor can be sure of seeing the best of the dis- 
play with the smallest possible amount of dis- 
comfort or loss of time. The exhibit of cattle 
was not up to that of horses, either in numbers 
or quality. While the sheep and pigs were 
at the exhibits were not as numerous as was 
desirable. ‘The same remark applies to poultry. 
In the agricultural hall, which hitherto has 
been Edmonton’s strong point, the first thing 
to strike the eye was a show of native grasses, 
collected by M. McCauley, president of the 
society. The display included 34 varieties, of 
which reed grass 9 feet 9 inches long, blue joint 
7 feet and red top 7 feet, are worthy of special 
mention, There were besides wild timothy, 
wild hemp, oat grass, rye grass, pea grass and 
vetch, and many other beautiful and interesting 
varieties. Not Blac can give as good an idea of 
the fertility and productiveness of any country 
as a display of its natural products, and in 
grasses Kdmonton certainly cannot be excel- 
led in length, quality or variety. Besides the 
grass Was an equally beautiful show of grain in 
the straw, including many varieties of wheat, 
oats, barley, tlax, hemp and millet. The num- 
ber of exhibits of threshed grain was greater 
than usual, and the samples were fairly good, 
but hardly up to that of other years in’ wheat. 
It was generally conceeded that the first prize 
Ladoga was the best looking wheat in the * ema 
It weighed 61 pounds to the bushel. White 
oats weighed 44 pounds to the bushel; black 
oats, 38 lbs. ; two rowed barley, 50 Ibs. ; field 
peas, 62 lbs. There were three exhibits of peas, 
one of marrowfat and two of tield, all remark- 
ably good. ‘There were also exhibits of timothy 
seed and flax seed, showing the possibility of 
diversifying the farming oy Be ry very greatly 
in this district. On the vegetable side of the 
show the display of cabbages was probably most 
pation, All exhibits in this class were 
large and good, and competition was keen. A 
red cabbage measured 3 ft 6 inches around and 
weighed 27 lbs ; a white cabbage, 3 ft 10 inches 
and weighed 30 lbs. A kail plant measured 4ft 
3 inches from tip to tip of the leaves. There were 
also Brussels’ sprouts and cauliflower in this 


class; a head of the latter measured 2ft 7 


inches around and weighed 7 pounds, This, 
however, is not large. There was a large dis: 
play of potatoes, but neither in size nor appear- 
ance were these up to former years. Twelve of 
the largest weighed 224 pounds. Turnips were 
small, but good, the largest weighing 10 lbs; 
carrots were good, white carrots measuring lft 
3 inches around and horn carrots 10 inches 
around. Beets were — small, a short 
beet measuring Ift 8 inches around, and a long 
one 1 foot around by 2 feet long. A parsnip 
was 1 foot around by 1 foot 9 inches long, 
and six of them weighed eleven pounds. 
Celery measured 3 feet in length yA 11 inches 
around; a mangold measured 1 foot 3 inches 
around by 1 foot 7 inches long. A yellow onion 
raised from seed measured 1 foot 1} inches 
around, a red onion | foot 2 inches, and a white 
onion 1 foot 24 inches around. Of the tender 
vegetables there was a fuller show than usual. 
Four exhibits of ripe tomatoes were shown in- 
cludingthe small cherry tomatoe, two samples of 
corn, two of pumpkins 3 feet 5 inches around, 
one of citrons, one of cucumbers three of squash, 
sunflower heads, 2 foot 11 inches picasa, and 
one of tubacco in the dried leaf and in roll. 
This was grown by Count de Cazes Indian agent 
on Stony Plain. Altogether there was a very 
creditable display of vegetables although the 
size in most classes did not equal former years. 
Three exhibits of factory made cheese marked 
the beginning of a new branch of the farmin 
industry in Warnonten: It is to be regrettec 
that there was no creamery butter to show 
along with it. The exhibit of dairy made butter 
was up to the usual high standard as to quality, 
but the number of exhibits was not as great as 
usual, The same remark applies to the exhibit 
of bread. There was an unusually large and 
good display of ladies work of almost all kinds; 
of drawing as well, the work in this line being 
all more than creditable. The school exhibits 
of writing and map drawing received a large 
and well merited share of attention. There 
were no flowers shown, and there was but one 
fancy collection of native grasses, which, how- 
euer was very good. A sample of native flour 
was shown by J. C. Squarebriggs of the Stur- 
reon mill, which oalind forth a great deal of 
avorable comment.
